Lisbon, November 12.— (Special)— 
The case of the state of Ohio versus 
Robert W innett and Dr. W. L. Thomp­ 
son, Jointly indicted for perform ing a 
crim inal operation 
upon 
Lu© 
Ada 
Moore, of Duquesne, Pa., which result­ 
ed in her death on the 14th day of 
last September, was called for hearing 
in common pleas court at l l o'clock 


Tuesday morning. 
W innett was brought into the court 
by Deputy Bick. The m other of 
the 
dead girl wept as if her heart would 
break and the young man was visibly 
affected. He was later called upon to 
plead to the indictm ent and to 
the 
utter surprise of all the spectators en 
tered a plea of guilty. He was repre­ 
sented by Attorney Joseph 
R. 
Mc- 
Quaide, of Pittsburg, who made a brief 
statem ent to the court in his behalf 
Judge Hole then suspended sentence 
until he heard the evidence in 
the 
case. 
Dr. W. L. Thompson was then call­ 
ed and the indictm ent read to him by 
Clerk McNutt. The doctor 
was 
as 
calm and collected as if walking the 
streets of E ast Liverpool, and chewed 
a toothpick aa he answered clearly and 
decisively not guilty. The Jury was 
then empanelled, and 
after 
George 
Davidson, ot W ellsville, had been ex­ 
cused and Thomas Stevenson substitu­ 
ted, both sides were content with the 
Jury. 
The state is represented by Prose­ 
cutor Brookes 
and 
Attorney C. 
8. 
Speaker, while Judge J. G. Moore and 
Ii, W. Taylor represent the defendant. 
The opening statem ents of the atto r­ 
ney 
were 
very 
brief. 
Prosecutor 
Brookes briefly outlined the state case 
and Mr. Taylor entering a general de­ 
nial of all the facts for the defend­ 
ant. 
The first witness called was Robert 
W innett, who testified as follows: 
‘‘I am 28 years of age and reside at 
Duquesne, Pa. 
Am a stair builder by 
c e e sttion and came to Chester in the 
spnn£ of 1901 to absist in the 
con­ 
struction of the roller coaster and was 
employed on the roller coaster up until 
my arrest on this charge. I had known 
Ada Moore for about one year previous 
to my coming to C hester and wras en­ 
gaged to be married to her. 8he w*as 
employed as a bookkeeper in a 
Du­ 
quesne furniture store. I had had un­ 
due relatione with her on several pc- 
cesious, but can not tell the dates. She 
apprised me of her condition 
about 
the first of August and on the Friday 
preceding August 18 I went 
to 
Dr. 
Thompson’s office to see if some opera­ 
tion could not be performed to help 
her out of the difficulty. Previous to 
this time I wanted to m arry her. but 
she said sh j could not bear to think 
of the disgrace of having a child born 
before the proper tim e had elapsed. 
The 
doctor told me th at he could 
not tell whether he could operate suc­ 
cessfully or not until he saw tho girl. 
I arranged with him to perform the 
operation for $60 if it could be done 
at all, and to bring her to E ast Liver­ 
pool on the following Sunday morn­ 
ing, 
"I went to Pittsburg on the morning 
train Sunday and met her at the union 
depot. We went to E ast Liverpool to ­ 
gether. We walked up Union to Sec­ 
ond street, w here we separated, 
she 
going up one aide of the street to the 
doctor’s office, entering by the 
aide 
door. After walking around for a few 
m inutes I went into the office also. The 
doctor came out of the 
back 
room 
and told me the lady was in 
there 
and for me to arrange the money m at­ 
e r s with her. We gave him $25 in 
c ash and my diamond ring aa security 
for the $60. When he had taken the 
diamond and money he 
told 
Miss 


Moore to go into the back office. 
I 
stepped in behind her and closed the 
door.” 
The court then adjourned to recon 
vene at I o’clock, when the testimony 
will be resumed. 
Court reconvened at 1:30 o'clock 
and W innett resumed by saying: 
“In a few m inutes after he dosed 
the door I heard one moaning as lf lu 
great agony. 
I knew 
it was 
Mias 
Moore’s voice. In a few moments the 
doctor opened the door and capo out 
and threw some paper covered with 
blood into the stove. He then told me 
I coukl go into the room, which I did, 
and found Miss Moore 
standing In 
the middle of the floor in great agony 
and looking as if she was about to 
faint. 
I ran into the other room and 
getting a newspaper began to fan her. 
After she had revived tho old gen­ 
tlem an told us he had other business, 
and we had better be going. 
I told 
him that Miss Moore was not yet able 
to go. but in 
a 
few 
moments 
he 
opened the back door and told us to 
go out. We went out the back door, 
and, taking a street car, wrent to Wells­ 
ville. returning to Duquesne on 
the 
evening train. 
“I left her at the front door 
and 
never saw her but once after that, 
and that was on the Monday before 
she died.” 
It is evident from the num ber of ob­ 
jections made by the defense that the 
defense they will put up will be large­ 
ly a technical one. The defendant’s 
attorneys will claim that as W innett 
is an accomplice in the crim e his testi­ 
mony must be corroborated on every 
m aterial point before the state can con­ 
vict Dr. Thompson. 
Dr. Thompson is accompanied 
in 
court by W. L. Smith, of East Liver­ 
pool, but W innett is alone. The father, 
mother, brother and sister of the dead 
girl. are interested spectators of 
the 
proceedings. 
The brother and sister will testify 
in behalf of the state, as will the two 
physicians who attended her at Du­ 
quesne. 
The case will not be completed be­ 
fore noon on Wednesday. 
W innett failed in his identification 
of Dr. Thompson. 
In describing 
the 
man who performed the operation he 
said: 
“I never saw him but once before 
the operation was performed. 
About 
all I can remem ber about him was 
that he was a small man and wore 
peaked shoes. I cannot say that that 
is the man setting there. I do 
not 
know.” 
After a* brief examination in which 
nothing was developed he was excused 
from the stand.

Winnett was brought into the court 
by Deputy Bick. The mother of the 
dead girl wept as if her heart would 
break and the young man was visibly 
affected. He was later called upon to 
plead to the indictment and to 
the 
utter surprise of all the spectators en­ 
tered a plea of guilty. He was repre­ 
sented by Attorney Joseph 
R. 
Mc- 
Quaide, of Pittsburg, who made a brief 
statem ent to the court in his behalf. 
Judge Hole then suspended sentence 
until he heard the evidence in 
the 
case. 
Dr. W. L. Thompson was then call­ 
ed and the indictment read to him by 
Clerk McNutt. The doctor 
was 
as 
calm and collected as if walking the 
streets of East Liverpool, and chewed 
a toothpick aa he answered clearly and 
decisively not guilty. The jury was 
then empanelled, and 
after 
George 
Davidson, of Wellsville, had been ex­ 
cused and Thomas Stevenson substitu­ 
ted, both sides were content with the 
jury. 
The state is represented by Prose­ 
cutor Brookes 
and 
Attorney C. 
S. 
Speaker, while Judge J. G. Moore and 
R. W. Tayler represent the defendant. 
The opening statements of the attor­ 
ney 
were 
very 
brief. 
Prosecutor 
Brookes briefly outlined the state case 
and Mr. Tayler entering a general de­ 
nial of all the facts for the defend­ 
ant. 
The first witness called was Robert 
"Winnett, who testified as follows: 
“I am 28 years of age and reside at 
Duquesne, Pa. Am a stair builder by 
ocejBjhation and came to Chester in the 
sprung of 1901 to assist in the 
con­ 
struction of the roller coaster and was 
employed on the roller coaster up until 
my arrest on this charge. I had known 
Ada Moore for about one year previous 
to my coming to Chester and was en­ 
gaged to be married to her. She was 
employed aa a bookkeeper in a 
Du­ 
quesne furniture store. I had had un­ 
due relatione with her on several oc­ 
casions, but can not tell the dates. She 
apprised me of her condition 
about 
the first of August and on the Friday 
preceding August 18 I went to 
Dr.' 
Thompson’s office to see if some opera­ 
tion could not be performed to help 
her out of the difficulty. Previous to 
this time I wanted to marry her, but 
she said sh a could not bear to think 
of the disgrace of having a child bora 
before the proper time had elapsed. 
The doctor told me that he could 
not tell whether he could operate suc­ 
cessfully or not until he saw the girl. 
I arranged with him to perform the 
operation for $60 if it could be done 
at all, and to bring her to East Liver­ 
pool on the following Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
"I went to Pittsburg on the morning 
train Sunday and met her at the union 
depot. We went to East Liverpool to­ 
gether. We walked up Union to Sec­ 
ond street, where we separated, she 
going up one side of the street to the 
doctor’s office, entering by the 
side 
door. After walking around for a few 
minutes I went Into the office also. The 
doctor came out of the back 
room 
and told me the lady was in 
there 
and for me to arrange the money mat­ 
e r s with her. We gave him $25 in 
( ash and my diamond ring aa security 
for the $60. When he had taken the 
diamond and money he 
told 
Miss 


Moore to go into the back office. 
I 
stopped in behind her and closed the 
door.” 
The court then adjourned to recon­ 
vene at I o’clock, when tile testimony 
will be resumed. 
Court reconvened at 1:30 o’clock 
and Winnett resumed by saying: 
‘‘In a few minutes after he closed 
the door I heard one moaning as if iu 
great agony. 
I know J it was 
Miss 
Moore’s voice. In a few moments the 
doctor opened the door and capie out 
and threw some paper covered with 
blood into the stove. He then told me 
I could go into the room, which I did, 
and found Miss Moore 
standing in 
the middle of the floor In gn'at agony 
and looking as if she was about to 
faint. I ran into the other room and 
getting a newspaper began to fan her. 
‘‘After she had revived the old gen 
Heman told us he had other business, 
and we had better be going. 
I told 
him that Miss Moore was not yet able 
to go. but in 
a few 
moments 
he 
opened the back door and told us to 
go out. We went out the back door, 
and, taking a street car, went to Wells­ 
ville. returning to Duquesne on 
the 
evening train. 
“I left her at the front door 
and 
never saw her but once after that, 
and that was on the Monday before 
she died.” 
It is evident from the number of ob­ 
jections made by the defense that the 
defense they will put up will be large­ 
ly a technical one. The defendant’s 
attorneys will claim that as Winnett 
is an accomplice in the crime his testi­ 
mony must be corroborated on every 
material point before the state can con­ 
vict Dr. Thompson. 
Dr. Thompson is accompanied 
in 
court by W. L. Smith, of East Liver­ 
pool, but W innett Is alone. The father, 
mother, brother and sister of the dead 
girl. are interested spectators of the 
proceedings. 
The brother and sister will testify 
in behalf of the state, as will the two 
physicians who attended her at Du­ 
quesne. 
The case will not be completed be­ 
fore noon on Wednesday. 
W innett failed in his identification 
of Dr. Thompson. 
In describing the 
man who performed the operation he 
said: 
"I never saw him but once before 
the operation was performed. 
About 
all I can remember about him was 
that he was a small man and wore 
peaked shoes. I cannot say that that 
is the man setting there. I do 
not 
know.” 
After a* brief examination in which 
nothing was developed he was excused 
from the stand.

THE POULTRY YARD. 


Gravel or coarse snud is as much 
Deeded as ordinary food. 
All chickens want for health, growth 
aud good condition* is plain, nutritious 
food. 
Even when the fowls have an unlim­ 
ited range It Is a good plan to feed 
them every evening. 
One of tho first things to learn altout 
poultry is that they must be kept clean 
and free from vermin. 
Peafowls ate handsome and subsist 
with the least care of any kind of 
fow ls. 
They arc prolific layers and a 
good protection against Itawks. 
Raw twine contains every part of an 
eg g -w bite. yolk and shell. 
Therefore 
It should lie kept constantly before lay­ 
ing bens in the granulated form. 
One of the best ways of removing lice 
front fowls Is to make them do it them ­ 
selves by having a lot of dry earth 
where they can dust themselves when­ 
ever they feel like It. 
The comb Is always an Index to the 
condition of the bird. 
When the comb 
Is white or very pale or very black, 
something Is wrong. 
A healthy fowl 
shows a bright scarlet color In the 
comb.

The design* of en at era rugs are often 
lite spontaneous outcome of the fancy 
of the weaver. 
Sometimes they are 
hander? down from one generation to 
another. In some eases young girls are 
taught the design by nnemlult, who 
m arks it in tho sand. At other times a 
drawing of the rug Is made on palter, 
the Instructor showing her pupils the 
arrangem ent of every thread and the 
color to Im> used. 
When all ggis has 
been done, the pupils m ust make tho 
rag without looking at the drawing. 
Persian rugs excel those of other 
countries In artistic design as well ns 
In harmonious coloring. Tho Persians 
1 seem to have a natural intuition in the 
urn* and blending of different shades, 
and In the designs thai contain these 
certain colors they achieve the happiest 
result*. 
It I* really wonderful what 
exquisite fabrics these people, born 
anti reured In Ignorance aud poverty, 
produce. 
The designs in Persian rugs are gen­ 
erally floral, ami in some tlistriots, es­ 
pecially Farm. the women weavers In­ 
vent the designs, varying them every 
two or three years. The Mohammedan 
religion does not allow any direct rep 
reseutatlon of animal forms, conse­ 
quently rugs woven lintier its influence 
take floral, geometric and vegetable 
forma. 
Tilt* Shiah sect of Moslems, 
however, numbering alani! 15,000.000. 
of whom 8,000,000 are Persians, th* not 
regard representations of animals as 
unlawful. Ny the industry of this sect 
anti that of infidel* and of nil wilt* dis­ 
regard the law of the Koran animal 
forms are seen on some Persian rugs. 
The prayer rug was evidently invent­ 
ed for the purpose of providing the 
worshipers with one absolutely clean 
pine*' on which to tilter prayers. 
It is 
uot lawful for a Moslem to pray on any 
place not (icrfectly clean, and unless 
each one has his owu special rug he Is 
not certain that the sjK*t baa not been 
polluted. 
With regard to the purity of 
the place of preyer Mohammedans are 
s|M*olally careful when m aking their 
pilgrimages, the rugs which they take 
with them haviug been preserved from 
pollution by tieing rolled up until the 
Journey Is tiegun or until the hour for 
prayer arrives. 
It does not m atter to 
these followers of 
Mohammed how 
undent) a ru g .th a t Is on the floor may 
be. because over It they place the pray­ 
er rug when their devotions tiegtn. 
T he Turkish rugs made at Kivas are 
alw ays woven of wool, and almost ev- 
»ry hamlet carries ou the industry of 
w eaving In the homes. 
There are no 
factories, the young girls and wotueu 
lug the work here as In other parta 
of Turkey. 
Kivas rugs an* In most 
cases small, measuring about eight by 
four feet, but in these years larger and 
more attractive rug* are being made. 
Eveu the poorest families have fine 
rugs, for they regard them as valuable 
property, to be sold only under the 
pressure of great extremity. The weav­ 
ers are so frugal in their manner of 
living th at their dally earning of 15 to 
19 cents is sufficient to supply their 


rugs is crudely done ny girts ana wo­ 
men. Sometimes the loom Is primitive­ 
ly constructed from the trunks of trees. 
The designs are very simple and have 
either been handed down from earlier 
generations or are supplied from the 
city. 
Yuruk rugs are so called from a band 
of nomads who dwell among the moun­ 
tains of Anatolia. 
They have large 
flocks of fine sheep aud weave rugs of 
firm, even texture. The colors are very 
good, the field often of dark brown, or­ 
namented w ith large designs. 
About 200 years ago small embroider­ 
ed rags were largely made in Persia, 
chiefly at Ispahan. These were prayer 
rugs, and on each of them, near one 
end, was a small embroidered mark to 
show where the bit of sacred earth 
from Mecca was to lie placed. In obe­ 
dience to a law of the Koran that the 
head must be (lowed to the ground in 
prayer this wa* touched by the fore­ 
head w hen the presentation was made, 
and so the letter of the law was carried 
out. The custom prevails. The Persian 
women who weave the finest prayer 
fugs seldom weave any other kind of 
rug.—"Rugs. Oriental aud Occidental."

How 
Important that every effort should be 
made to secure the largest amount of 
air space about the dwelling, plenty of 
loom for the children to play out of 
doors, aud by ail menus avoid having

The designs of eastern rugs are often 
file spontaneous outcome of the fancy 
of the weaver. 
Sometimes they are 
handed down from one generation to 
another. In some cases young girls are 
taught the design by an gadult, who 
marks it in the sand. At other times a 
drawing of the rug is made on paper, 
the Instructor showing her pupils the 
arrangem ent of every thread and the 
color to lie used. W hen all qgis has 
been done, the pupils must make tho 
rug without looking at the drawing. 
Persian rugs excel those of other 
countries in artistic design as well as 
In harmonious coloring. The Persians 
seem to have a natural intuition in the 
usi? and blending of different shades, 
and In the designs that contain these 
certain colors they achieve the happiest 
results. It Is really wonderful what 
exquisite fabrics these people, born 
and reared In ignorance and poverty, 
produce. 
The designs in Persian rugs are gen­ 
erally floral, and in some districts, es­ 
pecially Pars, the women weavers in­ 
vent the designs, varying them every 
two or three years. The Mohammedan 
religion does not allow any direct rep­ 
resentation of animal forms, conse­ 
quently rugs woven under its influence 
take floral, geometric and vegetable 
forms. 
The Hhiah sect of Moslems, 
however, numbering about 15,000,000, 
of whom 8,000,000 are Persians, do not 
regard representations of animals as 
unlawful. By the Industry of this sect 
and that of infidels and of all who dis­ 
regard tile law of the Koran animal 
forms are seen on some Persian rugs. 
The prayer rug was evidently Invent­ 
ed for tile purpose of providing the 
worshipers with one absolutely clean 
place on which to offer prayers. 
It is 
not lawful for a Moslem to pray on any 
place not perfectly clean, and unless 
each one has bls own special rug he Is 
not certain that the spot has not been 
polluted. With regard to the purity of 
the place of prayer Mohammedans are 
specially careful when making their 
pilgrimages, the rugs which they take 
with them having been preserved from 
pollution by be’.ng tolled up until the 
Journey Is begun or until the hour for 
prayer arrives. 
It docs not m atter to 
these followers of Mohammed how 
unclean a rug.that Is on the floor may 
be. because over it they place the pray­ 
er rug when their devotions begin. 
The Turkish rugs made at Sivas are 
always woven of wool, and almost ev­ 
ery hamlet carries on the industry of 
weaving In the homes. 
There are no 
factories, the young girls and women 
doing tile work here as in other parts 
of Turkey. 
Sivas rugs are in most 
cases small, measuring about eight by 
four feet, but in these years larger and 
more attractive rugs are being made. 
Even the poorest families have fine 
rugs, for they regard them as valuable 
property, to be sold only under the 
pressure of great extrem ity. The weav­ 
ers are so frugal in their manner of 
living that their daily earning of 15 to 
19 cents is sufficient to supply their 
wants.

Sometimes the loom Is primitive­ 
ly constructed from the trunks of trees. 
The designs are very simple and have 
either been handed down from earlier 
generations or are supplied from the 
city. 
Yuruk rugs are so called from a band 
of nomads who dwell among the moun­ 
tains of Anatolia. 
They have large 
flocks of fine sheep aud weave rugs of 
firm. even texture. The colors are very 
good, the field often of dark brown, or­ 
namented with large designs. 
About 200 years ago small embroider­ 
ed rugs were largely made in Persia, 
chiefly at Ispahan. These were prayer 
rugs, and on each of them. near one 
end. was a small embroidered mark to 
show where the bit of sacred earth 
from Mecca was to be placed. In obe­ 
dience to a law* of the Koran that the 
head must be bow*ed to the ground in 
prayer this was touched by the fore­ 
head when tile presentation was made. 
and so the letter of the law was carried 
out. The custom prevails. The Persian 
women who weave the finest prayer 
fugs seldom weave any other kind of 
fug.—“Rugs. Oriental and Occidental."

Tho designs of eastern rugs arc often 
the spontaneous outcome of tin* fancy 
of the weaver. 
Sometimes they arc 
handed down from oue generation to 
another. In some eases young girls are 
taught the design by nutfidult, who 
marks it in the sand. At other times a 
drawing of the rug Is made oil palier, 
the Instructor showing her pupils the 
arrangem ent of every thread and the 
color to Im* used. 
When all agin has 
been done, the pupils must make the 
rug without looking ut the drawing. 
Persian rugs excel those of other 
countries in artistic design as well as 
In h a r m o n i o u s coloring. The Persians 
seem to have a natural intuition in the 
use and blending of different shades, 
and In the designs that contain these 
certain colors they achieve t h e happiest 
results. 
It Is really wonderful what 
exquisite fabrics these people, born 
and reared In Ignorance and poverty, 
prod BCO. 
The designs in I'«*rsian rugs are gen­ 
erally floral, ami in some districts, es­ 
pecially Furs, the women w eavers in­ 
vent the designs, varying them every 
two or three years. The Mohurnmedun 
religion docs not allow any direct rep­ 
resentation of animal forms, conse­ 
quently rugs woven under its Influence 
take floral, geometric aud vegetable 
forms. 
The Shish sect of Moslems, 
however, numbering about 15,000,000, 
of whom 8,000,000 are Persians, do not 
regard representations of anim als as 
unlawful. By the industry of this sect 
and that of infidels and of all w ho dis­ 
regard the law of the Koran animal 
forms are seen on some Persian rugs. 
The prayer rug was evidently Invent­ 
ed for the purpose of providing the 
worshipers with oue absolutely clean 
plact* on which to offer prayers. 
It Is 
uot law'ful for a Moslem to pray on any 
plaet* not (M*rfectly clean, and unless 
each one tins bls owu special rug he Is 
not certain that the spot has not been 
polluted. 
W ith regard to the purity of 
the platv of prayer Mohammedans nre 
specially careful when making their 
pilgrimages, the rugs which they take 
with them hnvlug t»een preserved from 
pollution by being rolled up until the 
Journey la l*egun or until the hour for 
prayer arrives. 
It does not m atter to 
these follow ers of Mohammed how 
andean a ru g ,that is on the floor may 
Im*, because over It they place the pray­ 
er rug w heu their devotions begin. 
Tit** Turkish ruga made at Si va* are 
alw ays woven of wool, and almost ev­ 
ery ba inlet carries ou the Industry of 
weaving lu the homes. 
There ure no 
factories, the 3’oung girls and women 
(King the work bere as In other parts 
of Turkey. 
Slvas rugs art1 iu moat 
cases small, measuring about eight by 
four feet, but lo these years larger and 
more attractive ruga ure being made. 
Even the poorest families have fine 
rugs, for they regard them as valuable 
property, to be sold only under the 
pressure of great extremity. The wear- 
era are so frugal in their m anner of 
living that their dally earning of 15 to 
19 cents Is sufficient to supply their 
wants.

men. Sometimes the loom Is primitlve- 


I ly constructed from tile trunks of trees. 
; The designs are very simple and have 
I either been handed down from earlier 
generations or are supplied from the 
city. 
Ynruk rugs are so ended from a band 
of nomads who dwell am ong the moun­ 
tains of Anatolia. 
They have large 
flocks of fine sheep aud wreave rugs of 
firm, even texture. The colors are very 
good, the field often of dark brown, or­ 
namented w ith large designs. 
About 200 years ago small embroider­ 
ed rugs were largely made in Persia, 
Chiefly at Ispahan. These were prayer 
rugs, and on each of them, near one 
end, was a small embroidered mark to 
show where the bit of sacred earth 
from Mecca wns to lie placed. In obe­ 
dience to a law of the Koran that the 
head must be bowed to the ground In 
prayer this was touched by the fore­ 
head when the presentation was made, 
and so the letter of the law was carried 
out.

When my mother was a little girl, 
the narrator went on. to have one's let­ 
ters regularly brought and handed in 
at the door would have seemed a 
miracle of privilege, and to get them 
without paying postage woald have 
been another. Mails were so slow and 
uncertain that the safe arrival of an 
expected letter by any means was an 
event Iii a country family, with the 
postoffice miles away. 
Sometimes the delivery was helped 
along by volunteer carriers—a farmer 
going home from the grist mill, a 
housewife returning from market town 
with hor bargains of lamp oil, West 
India molasses and green tea, or even 
a passing peddler with Ills load of tin 
ware arid corn brooms. In the old war 
time the army had post riders, but 
they were few aud far between. 
My grandfather was a soldier of the 
Revolution, aud grandmother kept the 
home Are burning here, aud provided 
for their three children as well as she 
could while he was a t the front. All 
summer she hail heard no word of him. 
and when one autum n day a man in a 
military cloak rode to the door on a i 
white horse her heart beat quick.

The designs of eastern rugs are often 
the spontaneous outcome of the fancy 
of the weaver. 
Sometimes they are 
handed down from one generation to 
another. In some cases young girls are 
taught the design by an %ndult, who 
marks it in the sand. At other times a 
drawing of the rug Is made on paper, 
the Instructor showing her pupils the 
arrangem ent of every thread and the 
color to lie used. When all ffl|is has 
been done, the pupils must make the 
rug without looking at th** drawing. 
Persian rugs excel those of other 
countries In artistic design as well as 
In harmonious coloring. The Persians 
seem to have a natural intuition In the 
use and blending of different shades, 
and in the designs that contain these 
certain colors they achieve the happiest 
results. It is really wonderful what 
exquisite fabrics these people, born 
and reared In ignorance and poverty, 
produce. 
The designs In Persian rugs are gen­ 
erally floral, ami in some districts, es­ 
pecially Fare, the women weavers in­ 
vent the designs, varying them every 
two or three years. The Mohammedan 
religion does not allow any direct rep­ 
resentation of animal forms, conse­ 
quently rugs woven under its Influence 
take floral, geometric and vegetable 
forms. 
The Shish sect of Moslems, 
however, numbering about 15,000,000, 
of whom 8,000,000 are Persians, do not 
regard representations of animals as 
unlawful. By the Industry of this sect 
and that of infidels and of all who dis­ 
regard the law of the Koran animal 
forms are seen on some Persian rugs. 
The prayer rug was evidently Invent­ 
ed for the purpose of providing the 
worshipers with one absolutely clean 
place on which to offer prayers. 
It is 
not lawful for a Moslem to pray on any 
place not perfectly clean, and unless 
euch one has bis own special rug he Is 
not certain that the spot has not beeu 
polluted. 
With regard to the purity of 
the place of prayer Mohammedans are 
specially careful when making their 
pilgrimages, the rugs which they take 
with them having been preserved from 
pollution by being rolled up until the 
Journey is begun or until the hour for j 
prayer arrives. 
It docs not m atter to I 
these followers of Mohammed how j 
unclean a rug.that is on the floor may j 
be, because over it they place the pray­ 
er rug when their devotions begin. 
The Turkish rugs made at Sivas are I 
always woven of wool, and almost ev- j 
cry hamlet carries on the industry of j 
weaving in the homes. 
There are no j 
factories, the young girls and women 
doing the work here as in other parts 
of Turkey. 
Sivas rugs are in most 
eases small, measuring about eight by 
four feet, but in these years larger and 
more attractive rugs are being made. 
Even the poorest families have fine 
rugs, for they regard them as valuable 
property, to be sold only under the 
pressure of great extremity. The weav­ 
ers are so frugal In their manner of 
living that their dally earning of 15 to j 
19 cents Is sufficient to supply their ' 
wants. Their food consists usually of 
rice and crushed wheat, with occasion- | 
ally a small piece of mutton. 
Smyrna is only a mart for the sale 
of comparatively inferior rugs that are j 
made in the interior from the coarse i 
hair of the Angora goat. 
These are 
woven in irregular designs and. al­ 
though not artistic, are largely sought 
as coverings for the bare floors and to 
add warmth. 
The weaving of these 


rugs is crudely done ny girts ann wo­ 
men. Sometimes the loom Is primitive­ 
ly constructed from the trunks of trees. 
The designs are very simple and have 
either been handed down from earlier 
generations or are supplied from the 
city. 
Yuruk rugs are so called from a band 
of nomads who dwell among the moun­ 
tains of Anatolia. 
They have large 
flocks of fine sheep aud weave rugs of 
firm, even texture. The colors are very 
good, the field often of dark brown, or­ 
namented with large designs. 
About 200 years ago small embroider­ 
ed rugs were largely mode in Persia, 
chiefly at Ispahan. These were prayer 
rugs, and on each of them, near one 
end, was a small embroidered mark to 
show where the bit of sacred earth 
from Mecca was to be placed. In obe­ 
dience to a law of the Koran that the 
head must be bowed to the ground in 
prayer this was touched by the fore­ 
head when the presentation was made, 
ami so the letter of the law was carried 
out. The custom prevails. The Persian 
women who weave the finest prayer 
fugs seldom weave any other kind of 
rug.—"Rugs, Oriental and Occidental.”

A VERY DIFFICULT TASK 


Much Concrete Will Be 
Ueed 
And 
Two Strong Wall*, Each 12 Feet in 
Length Will Be Built on West End 
of Chasm. 


Under the direction of Philip Mor­ 
ley a force of laborer* ar© making the 
excavation for the wails and concret­ 
ing which are to be put In to supixirt 
the break of the new reservoir. It ie 
a difficult and patient task, aa well aa 
a large piece of business. 
AII of the earth that is not perfectly 
solid aloug tho aldim of the broken 
charnu is being removed. 
As rapidly 
aa thts progresses immense brae tm are 
fixed in position to hold the dirt in Its 
solid form and prevent caving 
It is desirable to have the Job com­ 
pleted before a severe te m p e n tlire 
restricts out door work. 
A pier of solid concrete, 
six 
feet 
wide, 12 feet long and SO feet deep is 
to be constructed. 
There will be two 
wing walla on the west end af the 
chasm, each 12 foot In length 
One of 
thorn passes between til© old and the 
new reservoirs, while the other extends 
along the river front of the old basin. 
The main wall will be about 40 feet 
long, 30 foot deep and taper from ll 
feet at the base to four feet on top. 
Inspector HUI reported that It would 
be sufficient to fill the space between 
the wall and the basin with solid earth, 
but Mr. Morley is of the opinion that 
to fill with the proper kind of earth 
will be almost as expensive as to fill 
with concrete, so well tamped concrete 
will be the substance between the wall 
and the basin. 
The soil on the hill Is quick sand 
and to procure yellow loam the stuff 
would have to be obtained a mile or so 
distant.

wide, 12 feet long and 30 feet deep is 
to be constructed. 
There will be two 
wing walls on the west end of the 
chasm, each 12 feet in length. 
One of 
them passes between the old and the 
new reservoirs, while the other extends 
along the river front of the old basin. 
The main wall will be about 40 feet 
long. 30 feet deep and taper from 12 
feet at the base to four feet on top. 
Inspector Hill reported that it would 
be sufficient to fill the space between 
the wall and the basin with solid earth, 
but Mr. Morley Is of the Opinion that 
to fill with the proper kind of earth 
will be almost as expensive as to fill 
with concrete, so well tamped concrete 
will bo the substance between the wall 
and the basin. 
The soil en the hill is quick sand 
and to procure yellow loam the stuff 
would have to be obtained a mile or so 
distant. 
The concrete will be much 
better and will be a permanent struc­ 
ture. 
The dirt that is being removed 
by the laborers is placed on the outside. 


of the wall, where it, too, will serve as 
a brace. 
In the course of three or four days 
the outline of the main wall and of the 
wings will be in evidence. 
Progress 
on the walls is expected to be rapid. 
The city has enough laborers to do 
the work, and on Saturday 
Morley 
released about 20 Italians who return­ 
ed to Pittsburg. They had not been at 
work on the reservoir repairing, but 
had 
been 
digging 
trenches 
for 
mains in various parts of town. 
Mr. Morley said that it would be im­ 
possible to estimate with any definite­ 
ness the cost of the work. Bad weath­ 
er and delays, if such should impede 
the repairing, will add to the cost, 
“but,” said Mr. Morley, "the damage 
is not going to be half what some peo­ 
ple have estimated.” 
A small force of carpenters who are 
building the wooden braces for the 
walls of the chasm, make up the com­ 
plement of workmen.
